Chance  of  a  Lifetime

"T  EXPECT  to  pass  through  this  world  but  once.  Any  good  therefore 
J-  that  I  can  do,  or  any  kindness  that  I  can  show  to  any  fellow  creature, 
let  me  do  it  now.  Let  me  not  defer  nor  neglect  it.  for  I  shall  not  pass 
this   way   again." 

The  creative  thought  that  strikes  most  forcibly  is  the  wealth  of  philo- 
sophy contained  in  the  way  the  author,  unknown,  left  a  vital  message  that 
can  be  used  by  Latter-day  Saints,  especially  the  bearers  of  the  Holy  Priest- 
hood. It  is  a  divine  challenge  to  all  priesthood  bearers  to  do  all  that  is 
humanly  possible  to  make  the  kingdom  of  God  more  appealing  to  all 
seekers  after  truth  and  to  fulfill  the  destiny  of  our  church  within  the  notice 
of  all  peoples. 

To  help  the  Saints  to  realize  their  own  responsibilities,  through  their 
covenants  to  our  Father  in  Heaven,  the  Doctrine  and  Covenant  section  88, 
verses  123-125  clearly  reveals  to  us  His  admonition: 

"See  that  ye  love  one  another;  cease  to  be  covetous;  learn  to 
impart  one  to  another  as  the  gospel  requires. 

"Cease  to  be  idle;  cease  to  be  unclean;  cease  to  find  fault  one 
with  another;  cease  to  sleep  longer  than  is  needful;  retire  to  thy  bed 

early,  that  ye  may  not  be  weary;  arise  early,  that  your  bodies 
and  your  minds  may  be  invigorated. 

"And  above  all  things  clothe  yourselves  with  the  bond  of  charity 
and  peace." 

This  is  so  needful  in  today's  way  of  living,  and  only  by  thus  following 
the  words  of  our  Father  can  we  fulfil  our  purpose  in  this  mortal  state. 

The  revelation  continues  with  a  promise,  "Pray  always  that  ye  may  not 
faint,  until  I  come.  Behold,  and  low,  I  will  come  quickly,  and  receive  you 
unto  myself.  Amen"  (Ibid.,  verse  126).  What  a  wonderful  and  reassuring 
promise.  What  a  really  lovely  code  for  the  Priesthood  holders  to  live  up 
to.  Under  these  circumstances  we  each  have  to  adjust  our  lives  in  order 
to  warrant  the  realisation  of  the  fulfilment  of  our  obligations — and  obliga- 
tions they  are  —  to  our  Father  in  Heaven. 

It  must  be  recognized  that  the  world  is  passing  into  and  through  a 
singular  phase  not  pleasing  to  our  Heavenly  Father,"  and  it  requires  a  lot 
of  gospel  living  and  prayer,  so  that  we  may  receive  added  power  and 
strength  to  be  able  to  endure  as  is  required  of  us.  Let  us  always  remember 
to  live  up  to  the  high  ideals  and  laws  so  graciously  given  to  us  by  our 
God,  and  continually  greet  our  fellow  member  with  salutations  of  love  and 
sincerity.  Let  us  indeed  follow  the  example  of  Joseph  Smith  when  he 
said: 

"Art  thou  a  brother  or  brethren?  I  salute  you  in  the  name  of 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  in  token  or  remembrance  of  the  everlasting  cove- 
nant in  which  covenant  I  receive  you  to  fellowship  ...  to  be  your 
friend  and  brother  through  the  grace  of  God  in  all  the  commandments 
of  God  blameless,  in  thanksgiving  forever  and  ever.  Amen."  (D&C 
88  :  133.) 

May  we  ever  be  thankful  to  our  Father  for  His  mercy  and  His  glorious 
gospel,  and  grow  in  a  firm,  abiding  testimony  that  the  Restored  Church 
and  Gospel  is  true.

UPON  President  and  Sister 
Snow"s  arrival  in  South 
Africa  in  August,  1964,  there 
was  but  one  quorum  of  Elders 
in  the  South  African  Mission. 
With  the  hindrance  of  long 
distances  separating  the  elders 
it  was  impossible  to  have  any 
group  activities  or  projects  of 
any  significance.  This  problem 
of  distance  was  solved  to  a 
great  extent  when,  on  March  28,  1965,  it  was  proposed  at  the  Transvaal 
District  Conference  to  form  four  Elders'  Quorums  in  the  South  African 
Mission.  The  First  and  Second  Quorums  of  Elders  were  organized  on 
the  Transvaal  at  that  time.  Later,  on  May  30,  1965,  at  the  Natal  District 
Conference  held  in  Durban  the  Third  Quorum  of  Elders  came  into  being. 
Finally,  the  Fourth  Quorum  was  organized  at  Cape  Town  on  June  13  of 
the  same  year. 

Recently,  the  growth  of  the  priesthood  in  South  Africa  became  more 
apparent  when,  on  March  12,  1967,  in  the  Orange  Free  State  District 
Conference  held  at  Bloemfontein.  officers  were  sustained  to  preside  over 
and  direct  the  affairs  of  a  fifth  quorum.  They  are :  Brother  Pieter  Willem 
Heydenrych,  President;  Brother  Robert  Driskel  and  Brother  Gordon 
Gilburt,  Counsellors;   and   Brother   Robert  Lloyd   Milne,  Secretary. 

The  Fifth  Quorum  of  Elders  includes  those  Elders  which  reside  in 
the  Free  State  District  (includes  Kimberley),  Port  Elizabeth,  East  London. 
Rhodesia,  Zambia,  and  Nairobi.  It  was  taken  from  the  Third  and 
Fourth  Quorums,  which  now  include  the  Elders  in  Durban  and  Pieter- 
maritzburg,  and  Mowbray  and  Bellville  respectively.  The  First  and  Second 
Quorums  are,  of  course,  on  the  Transvaal. 

As  the  number  of  Priesthood  holders  and  quorums  in  the  South 
African  Mission  increases,  the  opportunities  of  growth  through  priesthood 
activities  increases  as  well.  With  this  added  number  of  quorums  and, 
consequently,  smaller  distances  within  the  quorum  areas,  it  is  much  more 
probable  that  they  will  be  able  to  function  nearer  to  their  full  capacity. 
The  organization  Fifth  Quorum  of  Elders  is  a  representation  of  the  growth 
of  the  priesthood  in  South  Africa.

ON  March  11,  the  Kimber- 
ley  Branch  boosted  it's 
membership  by  adding  four 
new  members.  This  in  itself 
was  a  rare  occasion.  However, 
it  becomes  much  more  unique 
when  it  is  pointed  out  that 
those  four  baptisms  represent 
three  generations  of  the  same 
family.  President  Malcolm 
Young,    the    newly    set    apart 

Branch  President  of  the  Kimberley  Branch,  had  the  privilege  of  baptizing 
and  confirming  his  mother  and  father,  Brother  and  Sister  Newton  Barton 
Young,  his  sister,  Grace  Young,  and  his  daughter,  Carol  Young. 

Brother  and  Sister  Young  Snr.  live  on  a  farm  eighty-four  miles  north 
of  Kimberley.  In  order  to  meet  with  them,  Elder  Anderson  and  Elder 
Carter  travelled  to  the  farm  on  week-ends.  Most  of  the  time  they  were 
only  able  to  make  it  once  a  month,  when  they  would  ride  out  with  Presi- 
dent Young  on  his  regular  monthly  visit.  A  few  times  they  were  able  to 
go  out  with  their  District  Leader,  Elder  Storror.  Since  Brother  and  Sister 
Newton  Young's  daughter,  Grace,  was  attending  school  in  Kimberley, 
the  Elders  were  able  to  meet  with  her  much  more  frequently.  Living 
in  town,  she  was  able  to  attend  Church  regularly,  and  it  was  there  that  she 
was  given  the  missionary  lessons. 

By  the  time  Grace  was  ready  for  baptism,  her  parents  had  only  been 
able  to  have  the  first  half  of  the  lessons.  Bi  other  and  Sister  Young 
wanted  Grace  to  wait  until  they  as  well  were  ready  for  baptism  so  that 
they  could  be  baptized  together.  Yet,  as  it  was,  they  were  not  able  to 
finish  having  the  lessons  for  another  few  months.  Willing  to  wait  a  few 
weeks,  but  not  a  few  months,  and  needing  her  parents  permission  to  be 
baptized,  Grace  set  out  to  the  farm  one  week-end  determined  to  get  that 
permission. 

The  next  Sunday,  Elder  Anderson  and  Elder  Carter  were  very  dis- 
appointed when  Brother  and  Sister  Young  Snr.  did  not  make  it  to  Church 
as  planned.  One  day  later,  however,  Elder  Anderson  received  a  phone  call 
from  the  farm.  Brother  and  Sister  Young  wanted  to  be  baptized  along 
with  their  daughter  on  the  coming  Saturday,  and  asked  if  it  would  be 
possible.  Finally,  after  receiving  the  Mission  President's  permission,  and 
being  interviewed  by  the  District  Leader,  Brother  and  Sister  Newton  B. 
Young  were  baptized  into  the  Church,  by  their  son,  President  Malcolm 
Young  along  with  their  daughter,  Grace,  and  President  Young's  daughter, 
Carol,  who  had  just  turned  eight.

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Thou  art  You 

by  Elder  Marion  D.  Hanks 
Of  the  First  Council  of  the  Seventy 

IT   is   a   wonderful   blessing   to   be   in   this   beloved   building    on   these 
cherished  and  sacred  grounds  again.  It  is  glorious  to  sing  with  you 
and  to  respond  to  the  inspiration  of  this  choir.  It  is  good  to  be  home. 

As  I  walked  out  of  the  Church  Office  Building  yesterday  morning, 
I  heard  a  man  say  to  his  companion,  "If  I  keep  up  this  schedule  I  am  going 
to  end  up  in  the  grave. '  My  immediate  reaction  was  to  feel  that  whatever 
schedule  he  followed  his  chances  of  that  were  pretty  good.  But  the  second 
thought  came,  a  thought  expressed  by  a  fine  but  leaden-footed  youngster 
interrupted  in  the  middle  of  a  drag  race  by  a  somewhat  stern  office.  The 
boy  was  asked  what  he  was  doing,  and  he  said,  "I  didn't  want  to  get  left 
in  the  dust."  Well,  he  won't.  No  one  will,  and  no  one  will  end  up  in  a 
grave. 

The  spirit  of  every  child  of  God  goes  on  living  as  we  experience 
mortal  death  —  the  temporary  separation  of  the  body  and  spirit  —  and 
through  the  atonement  of  Christ  there  will  be  a  universal  resurrection.  The 
body  and  spirit  will  be  joined  together  again  as  the  eternally  living  soul. 
The  circumstances  under  which  we  shall  live  eternally,  in  whose  presence, 
with  what  companions,  and  in  what  condition  of  opportunity  and  creative 
service,  we  are  now  deciding  by  the  choice  we  make. 

The  great  messages  of  this  conference  and  the  stirring  and  solemn 
assurances  that  have  come  have  brought  to  our  hearts  renewed  assurance 
that  this  is  the  truth.  We  have  been  teaching  that  truth  in  Europe  in  the 
past  several  years  with  many  of  your  choice  sons  and  daughters  and  their 
older  companions.  It  has  been  a  wonderful  experience  to  see  the  transfor- 
mating  Spirit  of  the  Lord  work  upon  them  as  it  worked  anciently  when 
the  Saviour  called  his  Apostles  from  the  counting  place  and  the  fishing 
nets  and  bade  them  become  fishers  of  men.  It  is  an  experience  that  we 
wouldn't  miss  nor  trade  for  anything. 

Some  years  ago  a  wonderful,  successful  man,  who  knew  nothing  of 
the  Church,  spent  a  few  days  with  his  son  at  a  boys'  camp  where  several 
of  these  missionaris  were  serving  as  counsellors.  A  little  time  later  he 
wrote  a  note  to  one  of  them.  Let  me  read  it: 

"It's  hard  for  a  person  untrained  in  writing  to  say  what  I  want  to  and 
not  sound  a  bit  overboard.  I  think  you  know  me  well  enough,  though,  to 
know  that  I  mean  just  what  I  say.  I  want  to  tell  you  and  the  others  how 
I  feel.  There  is  very  little  that  I  know  about  the  Mormon  religion,  but  this 
I  see  from  my  contact  with  you  men  during  this  camp  period.  In  some  way 
it  has  made  itself  so  vital  to  young  men  like  you  that  you  found  yourself 
answering  a  call.  You've  had  to  do  something  personally  because  your 
religion  is  so  very  personal  and  important  to  you.  This  is  a  living 
religion. 

"I  am  a  ruling  elder  in  a  Protestant  church,  and  I  covet  for  my  own 
church,  more  than  I  can  tell  you,  the  sort  of  teaching,  leadership,  and 
conviction  that  breathes  such  a  vital  force  into  its  young  men.  We  have  our 
missionaries,  of  course,  but  this  thing  which  vou  do  is  a  different  thing. 
It  reaches  out  within  your  church  in  a  different  way,  I  judge,  and  in  my 
humble  judgment  it  is  one  of  the  grandest  ways  I  have  yet  heard  of  for 
a  fellow  to  repay  in  some  measure  to  his  God  the  great  debt  we  all 
owe.  I  know  that  God  will  richly  bless  your  mission  and  you.  I  want 
you  to  know  that  through  you  and  the  other  men  I  have  had  a  glimpse  of 
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something  which  to  me  has  the  possibility  of  being  an  answer  to  many  of 
the  problems  that  beset  my  own  church  and  the  whole  world  in  these 
troubled  times." 

Well,  I  agree  with  Mr.  Cary's  generous  and  challenging  words,  his 
sincere  words  of  commendation  and  expectation.  And  I  agree  with  the 
wonderful  implication  in  them  for  the  missionary,  and  his  younger 
brother  and  sister  and  his  parents,  for  me  and  for  all  of  us.  They  are 
to  me  a  sobering  portrait  of  our  possibilities  and  our  responsibilities. 

As  we  worked  with  the  missionaries,  we  worked  also  with  wonderful 
members  of  the  Church  and  met  multitudes  of  choice  young  and  older 
people.  I  see  them  in  my  mind's  eye  this  morning  in  Frankfurt  and 
Orleans  and  Berchtesgaden,  in  London  and  Bristol  and  Glasgow,  and  in  a 
lot  of  other  places.  Last  Sunday  night  at  a  fireside  gathering  in  the 
Brigham  Young  University  field  house  there  were  more  youngsters  gathered 
than  are  congregated  on  these  grounds  today.  A  night  or  two  later  at 
the  Utah  State  University  I  met  another  great  group.  I  feel  in  my  heart 
for  them  and  their  generation  the  strongest  commendation  and  confidence. 
But  they  have  a  mighty  burden  to  bear  and  a  great  challenge  to  face.  I 
have  been  thinking  the  last  few  days  of  the  statement  of  the  Psalmist  who 
sang  the  sweet  strains  of  heaven :  "Thou  preparest  a  table  before  me  in  the 
presence  om  mine  enemies :  .  .  .  "  (Psalm  23  :  5.)  Our  young  people  have 
a  table  prepared  all  right,  and  it  is  a  table  laden  with  the  gifts  that  can 
make  this  life  meaningful  and  happy  and  that  can  fill  them  in  the  eternal 
sense.  But  the  table  is  in  truth,  as  the  Psalmist  said,  set  in  the  presence  of 
their  enemies. 

Who  are  their  enemies'?  Some  of  them  have  been  spoken  of  this 
morning :  men  who  dig  gold  out  of  dirt;  certain  ones  who  manufacture  and 
market  filth;  they  who,  whether  misguided  or  designing,  put  before  our 
young  people  a  picture  of  life  as  some  live  it  but  emphasizing  the  least 
affirmative  and  least  Godly  aspects  of  man's  divine  nature.  The  young 
have  a  table  prepared  for  them  in  the  presence  of  many  enemies.  One  of 
the  enemies  is,  in  every  individual  case,  our  own  accumulated  sinfulness 
and  bad  memory.  We  are  constrained  to  excuse  ourselves  because  of  the 
failings  and  faults  of  others.  We  are  constrained  to  feel  that  since 
everybody  is  doing  it,  it  is  all  right  for  us  to  do  it,  and  this  is  persuasively 
propounded  by  people  in  various  fields  who  rely  on  the  statistical 
method  and  suggest  that  since  large  numbers  are  doing  it,  then  it  must 
be  all  right  for  everybody  to  do  it,  just  so  long  as  you  don't  go  too  far. 

Well,  a  tendency  in  man  to  excuse  himself  has  ever  been  with  us.  Saul 
failed  and  then  blamed  it  on  his  people  when  he  was  confronted  by  the 
Prophet  Samuel.  Saul  told  a  falsehood,  and  Samuel  said,  "Then  what  is 
this  bleating  I  hear  in  my  ear"  (see  I  Sam.  15  :  14),  and  then  Saul 
blamed  his  defection  on  his  people. 

In  the  day  of  the  restoration  a  great  young  prophet  had  to  learn  the 
lesson,  too.  Many  of  you  are  acquainted  with  the  third  section  of  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants,  this  "handbook  of  the  restoration'  .  May  I  read 
from  it  a  verse  or  two  which  the  Lord  gave  to  Joseph  Smith  after  a  mis- 
fortune in  which  he  had  succumbed  to  the  pressure  to  do  something  he 
knew  wasn't  exactly  right.  His  benefactor  and  friend  who  was  helping 
him,  providing  for  him,  working  with  him,  wanted  some  assurance  for 
his  wife  and  family  that  there  really  was  a  prophet  at  work,  and  so 
Joseph  Smith  reluctantly  surrended  to  him  the  manuscript  of  the  then  trans- 
lated portion  of  the  Book  of  Mormon.  This  came  in  response : 

"And  behold,  how  oft  you  have  transgressed  the  commandments  and 
the  laws  of  God,  and  have  gone  on  in  persuasions  of  men. 

"For,  behold,  you  should  not  have  feared  man  more  than  God, 
Although  men  set  at  naught  the  counsels  of  God,  and  despise  his  words  — 

"Yet  you  should  have  been  faithful;  and  he  would  have  extended  his 
arm  and  supported  you  against  all  the  fiery  darts  of  the  adversary;  and  he 
would  have  been  with  you  in  every  time  of  trouble. 
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"Behold,  thou  art  Joseph  ..."  (D&C  3  :  6-9.) 

Could  there  be  any  more  sublime  or  sweet  or  perceptive  answer  to 
the  suggestion,  this  siren  song  of  foolishness,  that  "everyone  is  doing  it"? 
Behold,  thou  art  you.  And  God  had  given  you  a  table,  bounteously  laden 
with  the  good  things  of  eternity.  Will  you  give  it  up  because  others  are 
giving  up?  Will  you  surrender  the  sweet  and  sound  and  strong  principles 
of  this  "vital  force"  and  "living  religion"? 

Why  is  it  a  vital  force  and  whence  are  its  roots?  It  is  a  vital  force 
because  this  is  a  vital  religion.  God  lives,  He  is  a  living,  revealing,  com- 
municating Father.  Christ  lives.  He  is  the  living  Head  of  this  Church. 
There  is  a  living  prophet  on  the  earth  to  whom  the  Father  communicates 
and  reveals  his  will.  Man  was  in  the  beginning  with  God,  and  we  are 
always  going   to   live. 

God  bless  us  to  choose  to  live  in  his  presence  with  our  loved  ones, 
creatively,  actively,  effectively  serving  and  loving  and  learning,  I  pray  in 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.  Amen.

ELDER    GORDON    B.    HINCKLEY,    a    member    of    the    Council    of 
Twelve  Apostles   of  the  Church,   has   devoted  a   major  part  of  his 
life  to  church  service. 

In  addition  to  his  church  duties,  he  is  active  in  community  and 
business  affairs  in  Salt  Lake  City,  being  a  director  of  KSL,  Inc.,  which 
operates  television  and  radio,  and  of  the  Deseret  News  Publishing  Co.,  of 
the  oldest  daily  newspaper  and  largest  commercial  printing  plant  in  the 
Intermountain  West  and  a  director  of  Beneficial  Life  Insurance  Co.  He  is 
also  Vice-President  and  director  of  Recording  Arts,  Inc.,  and  a  director  of 
KIRO  TV  and  radio,  Seattle,  Washington. 

Elder  Hinckley  was  born  June  23,  1910,  in  Salt  Lake  City  a  son  of 
Bryant  S.  and  Ada  Bitner  Hinckley.  After  attending  city  schools  and  the 
LDS  High  School,  he  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Utah  in  1932. 

In  June,  1933,  he  was  called  to  serve  a  two-year  church  mission  in 
Great  Britain,  and  in  March  of  1934  he  was  assigned  to  the  European 
Mission  with  headquarters  in  London.  Within  two  years  after  returning 
to  his  home  in  1935,  he  was  named  to  the  Deseret  Sundav  School  General 
Board,  on  which  he  served  for  nine  years,  1937-1946. 

For  two  decades,  until  he  was  called  as  an  assistant  to  the  Council 
of  Twelve  Apostles  on  April  10,  1958,  Elder  Hinckley  was  secretary  of  the 
Radio,  Publicity  and  Mission  Literature  Committee  of  the  Church,  and  for 
the  last  seven  years  of  that  time  he  also  was  executive  secretary  of  the 
General  Missionary  Committee.  He  was  called  to  the  Council  of  Twelve 
Apostles  October  5,  1961. 

He  has  filled  numerous  special  assignments  from  the  First  Presidency 
of  the  Church,  four  of  them  being  in  connection  with  preparations  for  the 
dedication  of  four  temples  of  the  Church:  the  Swiss  Temple,  first  Mor- 
mon temple  in  Europe,  in  September,  1955;  the  Los  Angeles  Temple  in 
March,  1965;  the  New  Zealand  Temple  in  April,  1958;  and  the  London 
Temple,  September,  1958.  He  presently  is  responsible  for  the  work  of  the 
Church  in  the  Orient. 

He  is  the  author  of  five  books,  has  edited  a  number  of  others,  and 
has  written  numerous  church  study  manuals,  pamphlets,  and  radio  and 
film  scripts.  In  addition  to  these  varied  activities  he  served  as  a  member 
of  the  presidency  of  East  Mill  Creek  Stake  for  ten  years,  and  was  stake 
president  for  two  years  just  prior  to  his  appointment  as  a  general  church 
officer.
